T HE SPECTACLE of savagery In Leopoldville where 
four political enemies of President Joseph Mobutu 
were hanged Thursday before a silent, and prpbably 
1 lightened crowd of 80,000 men, women and children, 
will disgust all those who believe in justice a^, much 
as it will distress the gentler humanitarian. 

Their trial was a travesty. 

No evidence was presented, and the defendants 
had no counsel. It would not have done them any 
good If they had. For they were not evfen allowed 
a hearing, although each was sardonically invited to 
speak in his own behalf. The bloodthirsty crowd of 
10,000 howled them down at their outdoors, so-called 
trial. 

No doubt the ruling party had some sort of evi¬ 
dence of a treasonable plot against Mobutu but, if it 
had, it was careful to disclose no part of it. This in 
itself is enough to create doubt of the validity of the 
charge in the fair-minded. 

The case for the prosecution must be flimsy in¬ 
deed if the authorities have not the courage to divulge 
It or allow even a word of defence. 

These four unfortunate Africans were condemned 
before they were arrested. 

In the manner of their deaths, however, they may 
very well have left the seed of rebellion which could 
undo Mobutu. The silence of the packed square may 
indicate a change of feeling in the public mind. Even 
more significant was the turning away of a large pro¬ 
portion of the spectators after the first erf the con¬ 
demned had dropped on the scaffold. 

All four died courageously. 

Among the Bakongo they will be martyrs. One 
of them, former senator Emmanuel Baba, was an im¬ 
portant religious leader of the people who revolted 
against the Belgian administration in 1959. * 
President Mobutu, who refused clemency, might 
do well to leave the gallows where it stands In Grand 
Square. It will undoubtedly be required again. 

Such is the state of affairs in he politically topsy¬ 
turvy Congo that Mobutu himself could one day be a 
candidate for the traitor’s noose.

No one C 1 "" *-*-*” ‘ “ 

sif wav t a bachelor and trying to help them to do It" suggests at the moment a military 


Peace in Space 

T HE UNITED STATES’ amazingly accurate and 
successful soft-landing on the moon of its Sur¬ 
veyor spacecraft is seat as heralding much more 
lunar traffic in months and years to come, including 
human exploration before the end of the decade. Thus 
It serves to emphasize the desirability of reaching In¬ 
ternational agreement as soon aa possible on the peace¬ 
ful use, for the benefit of all mankind, of the moon 
and other bodies in space. 

Almost coincidentally, the probability of such an 
agreement being achieved has been greatly enhanced 
by a Soviet request that the drafting of a treaty be 
placed on the agenda, of the session of the United Na¬ 
tions General Assembly opening on September 20, be¬ 
cause the general terms of the pact suggested by 
Russia could hardly be more in line with those called 
for by President Johnson early in May unless the two 
nations had collaborated to put forward a joint pro¬ 
posal. 

On four points the Soviet and American positions 
are practically identical. The moon and other celes¬ 
tial bodies should be free for exploration and use by 
all countries without any discrimination, both space 
powers maintain. No country should be permitted to 
advance a claim of territorial sovereignty. All mili¬ 
tary bases and weapons of mass destruction should 
be banned. There should be co-operation and mutual 
i ssistance among the countries involved in space ex¬ 
plorations. President Johnson listed one other minor 
principle omitted by Soviet Foreign Minister Gromyko: 
that studies should be made to avoid harmful con¬ 
tamination. 

With such accord on the main features of a 
peace-in-space treaty, it should not be difficult to 
produce a document to which ail UN members could 
willingly subscribe. 

If there is a disquieting thought about this pros¬ 
pect, it is that the most populous country on earth, 
perhaps the fastest catching up in scientific potency, 
the most belligerent of the major powers, is not yet 
one of the United Nations.

I T IS OFTEN difficult to make out exactly what 
Municipal Affairs Minister Campbell means in his 
pronouncements on the workings of local government 
This is the case once more in his declaration that 
with some of the outdated municipal machinery now 
operating in the province, municipal!tie* would have 
a hard time making use of additional revenue from 
the provincial treasury; that “if you don’t have a 
llexiUe machine to carry assistance into action and 
handle possible programs in an efficient manner, you 
are getting nowhere.” 

One can scarcely credit that in any circum¬ 
stances, further financial help from the province 
would not enable the municipalities to carry out more 
development or ease the tax load on their ratepayers 
or both. And therefore the minister’s remarks are 
not a convincing denial of Mayor Toone’s suggestion 
that a more equitable sharing of provincial-municipal 
financial resources would make life easier for the mu¬ 
nicipalities. 

However, it sounds as if Mr. Campbell was try¬ 
ing to kill two birds with one stone. And if he missed 
one he hit the other. Certainly it can be seen that 
new times are demanding new ways in municipal 
governance; that, for an example cited by the min¬ 
ister, overlapping services are unduly costly to the 
taxpayer; that increasingly there is a need for regional 
administration of the kind already instituted, to Mr. 
Campbell’s credit, in several parts of the province. 

The minister is to be commended, moreover, for 
for the way he has set about modernizing more of 
the municipal machinery: through study with the 
Union of B.C. Municipalities and with the advice of 
municipal staffs, and later with public hearings. All 
the people best informed and most concerned will 
thus have the opportunity to help arrive at a con¬ 
sensus on needed reforms before they are given legis¬ 
lative effect 

It might be helpful in the process, though, if Mr. 
Campbell were to be more specific and less inclined 
to ambiguity in his public utterances.

A cheap cafe, kwd with 
Jukebox music, marks the site 
now Outside, a signboard in 
English, French and Flemish 
Informs the tourist who has 
toiled up the long rise from 
tho Menin Rond, main artery 
ot the First World War Ypret 
salient, that this was once 
the Immortal battlefield of 
Sanctuary Wood. 

The battlefield, or what i» 
l*f» of it. is in the back gar¬ 
den For five francs and a 
touch ot imagination, you step 
bark 50 years, into grass- 
grown trenches and dank dug- 
outs, past sad heap* of rusty, 
bullet-torn tin hats and the 
Antiquated wee pons of 1914-18. 

It is oddly quiet in the little 
wood at the end of the garden. 
Scarred, dead stumpi of trees 
loom ghostly amid young 
green foliage above what was 
ante the Canadian front line. 
Here on June 2. 1916, men of 
the Canadian Corps were 
mowed down by the heaviest 
artillery bombardment seen 
up to that point in the war. 

9,000 Died 

After 12 days of heroic re¬ 
sistance and counter - attack, 
during which Canadian artil¬ 
lerymen were reduced to 
del ending their guns at re¬ 
volver • point, total Canadian 
casualties numbered about 
9.MX). Never was a battlefield 
named with-mare bitter irony. 

By 1918 the Ypret salient 
was the moat dreaded part d 
th~ Western front for the 
fighting men of both tides. A 
broad semicircle of low-lying 
day fields around the gabled, 
medieval city of Ypres, it 
formed the Allied bulwark be¬ 
tween the advancing Ger¬ 
mans and the Channel ports. 

The war here had become 
almost static, with the op¬ 
posing armies crouched In a 
web of trenches that turned to 
water-logged death - tr-ps In 
the wet Flanders weather. 
Thousands died each day for 
the gain or defence of a few 
hundred yards of shell-tom 
mud. 

By June, 1918, the Gomans 
held most of tb> ridge of low 


1.000 yards but the operaUcn 
was only a partial success. 

A second counter-attack was 
set up for June 6,'then post* 
poned for m week because of 
bad weather. 

Meanwhile the British com¬ 
mander-in-chief, Sir Douglas ’ 
Haig, was busy preparing his ■ 
ms salve Somme offensive. He 
wanted to expel the Germans 
from their vantage point north 
of Ypres but was reluctant to 
divert British reinforc em e nt s 
from the Somme. Haig sent 
one brigade of artillery and 
one of infantry to support the 
Canadian Ctarps, lnetmcting 
tint the counter-attack con¬ 
centrate on a heavy artillery 
bu rage. 

The new operation sms to 
be spearheaded hy die Cana¬ 
dian 1st Division under Lt-- 
Gen. A. W. Currie. The Cana¬ 
dians mustered 218 guns—oos 
of the biggest concentrations 
ever seen on such a narrow 
front. 

Solid Attack 

Four times betw ee n Jtate 6 
and June 12 short, intense 
bombardments deluded the 
enemy into thinking the at¬ 
tack was under way. Then on 
June 12 Canadian guna 
pounded the German lines for 
a solid ID hours. Early on 
June 13 the Infantry moved In. 
led by Toronto troops of the 
34th Battalion, closely fol¬ 
lowed by Canadian High¬ 
landers. 

Before the night was over 
the Allied line had been re¬ 
established and 200 Wurttem- 
brgers taken prisoner. The 
first Canadian planned attack 
of the war had been “an un¬ 
qualified success,'' said the 
British official history. 

Between June 2 and June 14 
the Canadian Corps suffered 
some 9.000 losses. Total Ger¬ 
man casualties were 5.70. 

Maple Tree* 

Today a grove of maple 
tretok planted by the Cana¬ 
dian government after the 
war, shades a plain, six-sided 
white atone memorial on Hill, 
82 Its. twin looks down from 
Passchendade Ridge, a few 
mile* to the northwest, where 
after the three - month 
slaughter of. 1517 the CknadiaB

hills around the salient, giving 
them a commanding field of 
fire. Only one part at the crest 
was in Allied hands. Held by 
the Canadian 3rd Division un¬ 
der Lt.-Gen. M. S. Mercer, It 
formed the most easterly pro¬ 
jection of the salient into 
m -iny territory snd guarded 
one of the main approaches to 
Ypres. 

Hills 61, 62 

The chief Canadian vantage 
points were a flat knoll called 
Mount Sorrell and two Ngber 
rises known as Hilli 61 and 
62. North wa r ds the ground 
fell away to the Menin Road, 
the long straight highway to 
Ypres down which men and 
machines wer* funnelled to 
the front lines. From Hill 62 
a broad spur named Observa¬ 
tory Ridge thru* westwards 
between two small woods. 
Armagh Wood and Sanctuary 
Wood. 

During May. Canadian pa¬ 
trols reported German reotat- 
naissance trenches being 
pushed towards Hill 82. The 
Germans also appeared to be 
bringing up more heavy artil¬ 
lery, but weather conditions 
msule conti ducui observation 
Impossible. 

Opposing the Canadian 7th 
and 8th Brigades at this cru¬ 
cial point in the front line 
were two division at the Kai¬ 
ser's crack Wurttemberger 
Carps. The Canadian 7th 
Brigade Included two of Can¬ 
ada’s most famous infantry 
regimenta, the Princess 
Patricia's Canadian Light In¬ 
fantry and the Royal Cana¬ 
dian Regiment: the 8th Brig¬ 
ade comprised five battalions 
of the Canadian Mounted Ri¬ 
fles and a trench mortar bat¬ 
tery. 

Determined 

The fact feat tha clash was 
between two proud national 
corps seemed to stren g then 
fee determination of ewoh s*dt 
to win. 

The morning of June 2 
dawned clear and sunny. At 6 
a.m. Maj.-Gen. Mercer and 
Brig. - Gen. Victor Williams, 
commanding the 8th Brigade, 
set out on a tour of inspection. 

They had just reached the 
frontline trenches of the 4th 
Canadian Mounted Rifles 
when the air exploded with 
the heaviest shell barrage any 
Allied troops bad encountered 
In 22 months of war. 

For four hours a torrent of 
gunfire ravaged the Canadian 
positions, with the worst brunt 
falling on the 8th Brigade. The 
4th Canadian Mounted Rifles 
were practically annihilated, 
wife 89 per oent casualties. 
Mercer was killed, Williams 
wounded and-taken prisoner. 

At cne point fee air was so 
thick with flying shells a sur¬ 
vivor recalled hearing two 
sheQs meet head-on "with • 
shriek like a woman In 
agony." 

Flame Throwers 

Private Gordon Jarrett, an 
Englishman who joined fee 
-Patricias in Canada and who 
believes bs was the last man 


taken prisoner at Sanctuary 
Wood, recalls the German in¬ 
fantry advancing with a 
confident, almost leisurely air 
“in perfect hr» forma¬ 
tion.’' towards the Canadian 
trenches. 

Fierce hand-to-hand fighting 
followed. In which fee Ger¬ 
mans used flamethrowers 
when they met particularly 
tough resistance. 

It a few hours the Wurttem- 
bergers had seized Armagh 
Wood. 

The surviving Patricias un¬ 
der their popular commanding 
officer, Lt.-Col H. C Buller, 
launched a brave counter-at¬ 
tack as fee Germans swept 
up to their section of the line. 
Buller was killed urging his 
men on. Sanctuary Wood cost 
fet Patricias 400 casualties, 
Including 150 dead. 

Rood Open 

This was the only time dur¬ 
ing fee war feat Canadian 
corps guns fell into German 
hatids. They were later recap¬ 
tured. 

The toad to Ypres now lay 
open to the Germans. But, aa 
in so many cases during fee 
Flanders campaign, they 
failed to take full advantage 
of fee situatkai, apparently 
lakes by surprise at their suc¬ 
cess. Instead of attempting to 
roll up the Canadian left wing 
held by the Patricias and 
backed by the RCR, they fal¬ 
lowed orders issued before the 
battle and dug In about 7D0 
yards from their original line. 

The newly appointed Cana¬ 
dian commander-in-chief, Lt.- 
Gen. Sir Julian Byng, a Brit¬ 
ish cavalry officer destined Id 
become governor - general of 
Canada, ordered all ground 
lost to be retaken in a coun¬ 
ter • attack early tha nest 
morning. Tiro brigades of tha 
1st Division moved in to re¬ 
place the heavy looses at tha 
3rd Division. 

The Canadians advanced

SECTION 139 (1)—Slow Driving 

No person shall drive a motor vehicle at such 
a slow speed as to impede or block the normal 
and reasonable movement of traffic, except when 
reduced speed is necessary for safe operation or in 
compliance with law. 

Comment 

This section refers to the driver of a motor 
vehicle who is, e g. in a 30 mph zone yet is trav¬ 
elling say only 15 mph, is in the centre lane, or if 
unlaned, is in the centre of the roadway and is 
holding up traffic. If you are in no hurry and wish 
to travel slowly, pull over to the curb lane, if laned. 
if not laned, pull over towards the curb or edge of 
the highway, leaving sufficient room for other 
traffic to pass in safety. A slow driver can cause 
drivers who are behind to become impatient and 
pass when it is not safe to do so. This is a frequent 
cause of head-on collisions, and other serious acci¬ 
dents.

Make Grass Forage 


Iti 'I. V. (HISNi r 

To m> mind, the* three most rimminn 
mistakes wo make in the management 
1 of our lawns are these: Wo water too 
often and not deeply enough. We mow 
too closely.- We don't mow often.enough. 

In our neighborlmod, it is a common 
thing, on a warm summer evening, to 
see half the neighbors out watering the 
lawn by hand. This is a soul-soothing 
occupation acting the ministering 
angel to s our grass and iis freshened \ 
appearance is highly satisfying to the 
.egn, 1 doubt if it does very much good, 
though, and such superficial watering 
may actually do harm. 

* * * 

Hand-watering is no yyod for a lawn. 
No one ever had the patience to stand 
still long enough to really saturate the 
soil. A sprinkler is a must, and it 
should remain in the one position until 
the soil is moistened to a depth of at 
least six inches. You'd be surprised 
how much water and time that 
takes 

-©hallow, frequent waterings encour¬ 
age roots to form in the upper layer 
of soil rather than foraging away down 
deep, and the first time these daily 
driblets are not forthcoming, these 


shallow rouis wifftor and die. .So water 
deeplj. and test the soil with a probe 
oi' a knife before you get out tlie hose 
again, thereby training your grass roots 
to plunge deeply for moisture. 

Plants .breathe through their'leave-, 
moreover, the leaves are food factories 
in which simple chemical salts aro 
converted into true plant nutrients. If 
you mow your lawn closely, tou are 
obviously going to remove ton much 
foliage the respiratory and digestive 
systems of th«' grass plants and you 
tax the resources of the mois to make 
good this loSs of- leaf surface. 

* * * 

In addition, close mewing wil^ scalp 
hare any little rises or elevations in the 
lawn, admitting moss and creating a 
beautiful seed bed for weeds and 
weed grasses. 

Set your mower to cut high never 
less than an inch, and ]' 3 inches Is 
better so you just snip Ihe tips otf 
the glass when you mow. The surface 
may look a bit shaggy in an eye ac¬ 
customed to a close-mown lawn, but 
you'll have a thicker stand which can 
resist moss and weed Invasion, and 
you'll leave enough leaf surface to 
breathe and feed the roots 


The first. Lme I suggested mowing 
the lawn twice a week instead of live 
usual weekend -el lore, I was deluged 
with Indignant letters from irate males 
in fact, one,.man lold me he was 
organizing a Husband's Anti-Chesnut 
Protective Association! Yet tijtpinc the 
grass twice weekly, with the mower 
set high, isn’t nearly as much work as 
it sounds, and it thickens the sward 
into a lush, even stand In which the 
finer gr.i'&e* predominate and couise 
men.iow grasses are dbO-ouraged

With twicc-a-week mowing, too. 
(here is, no raking, and raking is a far 
more ledious chore than pushing a 
power mower. With only three day's 
growth on the grass, the clippings are 
fine and short, and cap be left on the 
lawn without any danger of smothering 
the tools. No grass catcher is neces¬ 
sary. and the fine mowings will insulate 
Ihe gras* roots against summer heat 
and will build up soil fertility. 

Your compost heap may go hungry, 
hut this treatment will give you a 
lawn that resists, weeds moss and in¬ 
vader. grasses: one that remains green 
through hot. dry spells, and one which 
becomes soft and springy underfoot.

Hydro’s Big Standby Awaits Trouble 


During September the^sume 
year the first generator of the 
515,500,000 plant was ready for 
operating and in 1959 the Bare 
Point station was commis¬ 
sioned.

Al hill capacity the tur¬ 
bines’ fuH consumption 
amounts to 7,200 gallons of 
bunker oil per hour. 

The oil refining plant within 
the compact Bar Point opera¬ 
tion is capable of handling 
10.000 gallons of fuel per hour. 

The plant's superintendent. 
Cyril White, said the treat¬ 
ment of the bunker C type oil 
for the turbines is necessary 
to prevent scaling and corro¬ 
sion of the turbine blades.

A <^ieap cale, loud with 
Jukebox music, mark* the site 
now. Outsider .a signboard in 
English, French and Flemish 
informs the tourist who has 
toiled up the long rise from 
the MeWi Road, main artery 
of the First World War Ypres 
*aJient, that this was once 
the immortal battlefield of 
Sanctuary Wood. 

The battlefield, or what is 
left of it, is in the back gar¬ 
den. For five francs and a 
touch of imagination, you step 
back 50 years, into grass- 
grown trenches and dank dug- 
outs. past sad heaps of rusty, 
bullet-torn tin hats and the 
antiquated weapons of 1914-18. 

It is oddly quiet in the little 
wood at the end of the garden. 
Scarred, dead (tumps of trees 
loom ghostly amid young 
green foliage above whak was 
once the Canadian front line. 
Here on .June 2, 1916, men of 
the Canadian Corps were 
mowed down by the heaviest 
artillery bombardment seen 
up to that point in the war. 

9,000 Died 

After 12 days of heroic re¬ 
sistance and counter - attack, 
during which Canadian artil¬ 
lerymen were reduced to 
defending their guns at re¬ 
volver - point, total Canadian 
casualties numbered about 
9,000. Never was a battlefield 
named with more bitter irony. 

By 1916 the Ypre* salient 
was the most dreaded part of 
the Western front for the 
lighting men of both sides. A 
broad semicircle of low-lying 
clay fields around the gabled, 
medieval city of Ypres. it 
formed the Allied bulwark be¬ 
tween the advancing Ger¬ 
mans and the Channel ports. 

The war here had become 
almost 8tati<5T with the op¬ 
posing armies crouched in a 
web of trenches that turned to 
water-logged death - traps in 
the wet Flanders weather. 
Thousands died each day for 
the gain or defence of a few 
hundred yards of shell-tom 
mud. 

By June, 1916. the Germans 
held most of the ridge of low 


1.000 yards but the operation 
was only a partial success. 
A second counter-attack was 
set up for June 6, then post¬ 
poned for a week because of 
bad weather. 

Meanwhile the British com¬ 
mander-in-chief, Sir Douglas 
Haig, was busy preparing his 
massive Somme offensive. He 
wanted to expel the Germans 
from their vantage point north 
of Ypres but was reluctant to 
divert British reinforcement* 
fmm the Somme. Haig sent 
one brigade of artillery and 
one of infantry to support the 
Canadian Cbrps, instructing 
that the counter-attack con¬ 
centrate on a heavy artillery 
barrage. 

The new operation was to 
M spearheaded by the Cana¬ 
dian 1st Division under Lt- 
Gen. A. W. Currie. The Cana¬ 
dians mustered 218 guns—one 
of the biggest concentration* 
ev«r seen on such a harrow 
front. 

Solid Attack 

Four times between June 8 
and June 12 short, intense 
bombardments deluded the 
enemy into thinking the at¬ 
tack was under way. Then on 
June 12 Canadian guns 
pounded the German lines tor 
a solid 10 hours. Early oq 
J une 13 the infantry moved in, 
led by Toronto troops of die 
34th Battalion, closely fol¬ 
lowed by Canadian High¬ 
landers. 

Before the night was over 
the Allied line had been re¬ 
established and 200 Wurttem- 
brgers taken prisoner. The 
first Canadian planned attack 
of the war bill been "an un¬ 
qualified success." said the 
British official history. 

Between June 2 and June 14 
the Canadian Corps suffered 
some 9.000 kisses. Total Ger¬ 
man casualties were 5,165. 

Maple Tree * 

Today a grove of maple 
trees, planted by the Cana¬ 
dian government after the 
war, shades a plain, six-sided 
white stone memorial oo HID 
62. Its twin looks down from 
Pssschendaele Ridge, a few 
miles to the northwest, where 
after the three- month 
slaughter of 191? tiie Canadian 
2nd Drvnaon finally eaptved 
the remains of Passchendaele 
viliage.

Hill* 61 , 62 

The chief Canadian vantage 
points were a fiat knoll called 
Mount Sorrell and two higher 
rises known as Hills 61 and 
62. Northwanta toe ground 
feu away to the Menin Road, 
the long straight highway to 
Ypres down which men and 
machines were funnelled to 
the front lines. From Hill 62 
a broad spur named Observa¬ 
tory Ridge thru* westwards 
between two small woods, 
Armagh Wood and Sanctuary 
Wood. 

During May, Canadian pa¬ 
trols reported German recon¬ 
naissance trenches being 
pushed towards Hill 62. The 
Germans also appeared to be 
bringing up more heavy artil¬ 
lery, but weather conditions 
made continuous observation 
im possible. 

Opposing the Canadian 7th 
and 8th Brigades at this cru¬ 
cial point in the front line 
were two division of the Kai¬ 
ser's- crack Wurttemberger 
Corps. The Canadian 7th 
Brigade included two of Can¬ 
ada's most famous infantry 
regiments, the Princess 
Patricia’s Canadian Light In¬ 
fantry and the Royal Cana¬ 
dian Regiment; the 8th Brig¬ 
ade comprised five battalions 
of the Canadian Mounted Ri- 
flra and a trench mortar bat¬ 
tery. ^ 

Determined 

The fact that the clash was 
between two proud national 
corps seemed to strengthen 
the determination of each side 
to win, 

The morning of June 2 
dawned clear and sunny At 6 
a.m. Maj.-Gen. Mercer and 
Brig. - Gen. Victor Williams, 
commanding the 8th Brigade, 
set out on a tour of inspection. 

They had Just reached tiw j 
frontline trenches of the 4th j 
Canadian Mounted Rifles ! 
when the air exploded with i 
the heaviest shell barrage any 
Allied troops had encountered 
in 22 months of war. 

For four hours a torrent of 
gunfire ravaged the Canadian 
positions, with the worst brunt 
falling on the 8th Brigade. The 
4th Canadian Mounted Rifles 
were practically annihilated, 
with 89 per cent ’ casualties. 
Mercer was killed, Williams 
wounded and taken prisoner 
At cue point the air was so 
trick with flying shells a sur¬ 
vivor recalled hearing two 
shells meet head-on “with a 
shriek like a woman in 
| agony.” 

Flame Thrower* 

Private Gordon Jarrrtt, an 
Englishman who joined the 
Patricias in Canada and who 
believes he was the last ma* 


taken prisoner at Sanctuary 
Wood, recalls the German in¬ 
fantry advancing with a 
confident, almost leisurely air 
"in perfect line forma¬ 
tion.” towards the Canadian 
trenches. 

Fierce hand-to-hand fighting 
followed, in which the Ger¬ 
mans used flamethrowers 
when they met particularly 
touvh resistance 

In a few hours the Wurttem- 
bergers had seized Armagh 
Wood. 

The surviving Patricsaa un¬ 
der their popular commanding 
officer, Lt.-Col. H. C Buller. 
launched a hrave counter-at¬ 
tack as the Germans swept 
uo to their section of the line. 
Buller was killed urging his 
men on. Sanctuary Wood cost 
the Patricias 400 casualties, 
including 150 dead. 

Road Open 

This was the only time dur¬ 
ing the war that Canadian 
corps guns feti into German 
hands. They were later recap¬ 
tured. 

The rend to Ypres now lay 
open to the Germans. But, as 
in so many cases during the 
Flanders campaign, they 
failed to take full ^advantage 
of the situation, apparently 
taken by surprise at their suc¬ 
cess. Instead of attempting to 
roll up the Canadian left wing 
held by the Patricias and 
backed by the RCR. they tot- 
lowed orders issued before the 
battle and dug in about 700 
yards from their original Une. 

The newly appointed Cana¬ 
dian commander-in-chief, Lt.- 
Gen. Sir Julian Byng, a Brit¬ 
ish cavalry officer destined to 
become governor - general of 
Canada, ordered all ground 
lost to be retaken in a coun¬ 
ter - attack early the next 
morning. Two brigades of the 
1st Division moved in to re¬ 
place ihe heavy losses of the 
3rd Division. 

The Canadians advanced
